- COMMON BRICK CONSTRUCTION 


ILLIAM MORRIS said that his 
ideal of a house was a siaglie 
big room, so arranged that he 
could cook in one corner, 

write in. another, receive friends in 
a third, and sleep in a fourth. Such 
a room, he claimed, would have a spa- 
ciousness impossible when the house 
is cut up into a lot of cubby holes for 
the sake of securing what is called 
privacy. 

Very few of us would be ready to 
fallow Wiliam Morris the whole dis- 
tance in this matter, but there is no 
denying that he had-a real idea. The 
average house does lack the sense of 
spaciousness, and that is a serious 
lack. But such a thing cannot be said

Mr. Morris, gives a feeling of breadth 
and roominess that is very much worth 
while. This {s accomplished in spite 
of the fact that the ground plan of the 
house is very moderate in size; only 
28 feet wide over all by 26% feet deep, 
not counting the alcove and porch. 
This house is intended to be set on 
a lot whose most attractive features 
are at the front and side; but this is 
true of most lots. The entrance is 
on the opposite or less attractive side. 
From the entrance door you reach 
first a vestibule; in front of you is a 
coat closet, at the right, the. stairs 


‘leading to the upper floor and a pas- 
sage leading to the kitchen, and on 


the left, the doorway to the § living 
room. 


This is a great, splendid rocm, 


«weeping clear across the front of the 
house, 26% feet long by 11% feet wide. 
A window admits light frota either end,

wall, is an alcove made up of seven 
windows which flood the room with 
light. This arrangement adds much 
to the apparent size of the room, and, 
by admitting the light in one rush, so 
to speak, leaves a clear wail on either 
side for the placing of furniture. 

It would be difficult td imagine a 
more attractive room than this, with 
the center of interest alternating be- 
tween fireplace and window as the sea- 
son’s change. 

Immediately beyond the fireplace is 
the dining-room, which is really a 


great alcove from the living room. It)

Again when testing 
for pectin a diluted juice may be de 
ceptive if the jelly maker is’ not well 
acquainted with the characteristics of 
the juices of different fruits, : 
Reasons for Tests, 

Why test for pectin? It is somewhat 
more sensible to test for pectin in your 
fruit juices you wish to make jelly 
from, cooked fruit juiées, of course, 
than to taste your cooking when you 
are seasoning it. If there is no pectin 
in a tablespoon of the juice when 
tested in alcohol, or Epsom salt#, it 
will not jelly, If only half of it jellies, 
it is hardly sensible to try to make 
jelly of it, but the whole may form a 
clot which shows it needs as much 
sugar as juice. Again only three- 
fourths much ‘sugar. as juice is 
needed.

The relation of pectin ta 
sugar and acid is perhaps as definite 
as the relation of soda to sour milk, 
but just as this latter relation is fairly 
constant, that is, a half teagpoon to a 
cup of sour milk, so ig the relation 
of pectin to sugar more or less con- 
stant. But because people did net 
know about the pectin, they have often 
added too much sugar. More jellies 
have been spoiled that way than any 
other. Only so much sugar can be used 
as the pectin can take up, and this 
seems to be an equal! part, or She same 
proportion of sugar as pectin. When 
in doubt use less sugar rather than 
more, 


Black Currant Jam. 

Black currants require less sugar per- 
haps than any other fruit. They have 
but a fleeting stay in the markets, but 


spoon until the sugar is dissolved, then 
bring slowly to a bofl and boil evenly 
until it gives the jam ‘est when 
dropped on a plate, that is, stiffens. Put 
up like any jam. This has a foxy 
flavor which some people dislike. 


Peach Jam. 


Peach Jam made of the »arly and 
fully ripe peaches requires only half 
as much sugar as fruit. Make in small 
quantities and cook gently.

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Community 4th Is 
Happy Solution of 
How to Celebrate

EW YORK, — [Special Corre 
spondence.]—In the old days, 
when the world was new to @ 
lot of us, and not so very new 
to a lot more, the way of celebrating 
the Fourth of July was to bundle the 
family together and go some plaee. 
It didn’t matter so much, where = 
went, though we set out with hig 


‘hopes of a grand old time, but we had 


to go. Staying home, where we would 
be at least comparatively comfortable, 
was out of the question. 

If we lived in the country, or were 
vacationing there, we went to a pic- 
nic—usually down by ’%a river, or a 
creek, where most, though not all, the 
mosquitoes weré night workers and 
slept till sundown and then sallied 


forth in swarms to feed upon the in- 


vaders. We were bundled into a wagon 
or a surrey or whatever vehicle hap- 
pened to be usable at the time, and 
trundled to the grounds. 
The town drunkard got drunk, the 
town flirt set two or three of the boys 
fighting, the town tomboy fell out of a

In some engines the plugs:are so 
positioned in the cylinder that a vol- 
ume of cooling water circulates around 
the threaded portion of the shell. This 
would tend to cool the plug enger) 
vent some of.the troubles caused by 
gas leakage. Where the plug is not 
so cooled it goes to pieces in a short 
time. Where such troubles are per- 
sistent the owner should change to 
the best make of spark plug obtain- 
able, and if he finds that these plug 
troubles come up due to the excegsive 


of porcelain. Though porcelain plugs 
can withstand a terrific amount of heat 
the mica type is sometimes found to be 
more satisfactory, but not where oiling 
conditions are unsatisfactory. If the 
engine is an oil pumper you might find 
trouble with the mica plugs. As now 
manufactured high class porcelain 
plugs can withstand a terrific amount 
of heat and even abrupt changes in 
temperature without becoming affect- 
ed, but the point to remember is that 
the plugs must be well made and of 
erod materials to stand up. 

There is no reason why plugs should 
not operate for six months and a year 
without giving trouble, but if the car

HERE is evidence that Mars is 

inhabited. The appearances of 

features on the surface of that 

land attest that there are beings 
there who can think and plan. A 
chapter of the tale ts told today and 
you can draw conclusions from it ex- 
actly as astronomers do from the data 
that they glean through their tele- 
scopes from night to night. 

Mars has seasons like the earth. 
When it is summer in the north it is 
winter in the south, and vice versa 
But Mars differs from the earth in 
one vital respect. Our globe has three 
quarters of its face covered by wa 
ter, and the spots where some mois- 
ture cannot be found are few in any 
land. Mars is a desert world, as 
parched and barren as the Sahara or 
Arabia. The little water that there 
is condenses with each winter in a 
cap of snow and frost about the pole. 

If you can imagine a sheet of white 
about the earth, just covering the 
grass tops and extending in midwinter 


perhaps a little south of Canada, and 


in this snow all the water that the 


‘earth contains, you will have drawn 


yourself a mental picture of what the 


_ land of Mars is like. 


Water is the crying need of Mars. 
The creatures there realize that thirst 
is always just at hand, and they have 
executed Herculean feats to save them- 
selves. The whole globe of Mars is 
covered by a network of irrigating 
channels, many of the longer ones 
being longer than the distance from 
New York to Alaska. 


As the snows melt back in spring 
the water is released and on these shal- 
low puddles the planet must. subsist 
for a whole Martian 
as long as one of our years. 

Above is a map of the south polar 
ice cap and the system of canals which 
tap its moisture. Contour lines are 
drawn to show the way the ice retreat- 
ed from June 3 to Oct. 12, the respeo- 
tive dates of midspring and midsum- 
mer here. 

The climate of Mars is one of clock- 
work regularity, and these contours of 
retreat may do for any year. You will 
observe that the cap does not lic 
squarely on the pole, which is indicat- 
ed by a cross, but its center lies con- 
siderably to the right of it. The left 
hand part is always barren, «end has 
what appear to be the stubs of moun- 
tains in it where the ice persists after 
it has left the parts nearby. The right 
hand part, however, always has mucha 
ice, and in consequence more water. 


It is upon this area that the main

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Many Features of 
Round Barn Liked 


by Dairy Farmers 


+ By Frank Ridgway. 
OMBINATION horse an@ dairy 
barns are coming into use more 
and more on the farms through- 
Out the middie west. The dairy 
cow is now sharing the comforts of the 
‘horse that has been so carefully housed 
for generations. Modern methods of 
handling live stock have brought the 
dairy cow, the “ foster mother of civili- 
zation,” in from the improvised straw 
shed and wind breaks, made out of 
corn fodder, where she was exposed 
to cold rains and snow in winter and 
the scorching sun in summer, to. well 
uride barns, where housing is comfort- 
able. 
Cost of building material, expense of 
handling animals, and the realization 
_ of the value of the appearance of farm 


buildings have turned the attention of Round bern,  eiedell re yrs both horses and dairy sedune: 


farmers toward a fore careful con- 
sideration of problems in building 
barns The barn must be planned from 
the inside out and not from the outside 
in, so that each animal may be made 
comfortable and given a chance to do 
its best work. And, of course, the con- 
venience and performance of the farm- 
er himself are important considera- 


tions. 
Majority Are Rectangular. 
While there are few built ex- 
actly alike, most of them He rectangu- 
lar in shape and have broken roof lines 
—gambrel roofs, they are called. This 
part of the picture of farm buildings 
has been about the same for many 
years, but recently the scene in the 
barn yard has changed. Silos are 
found standing by’ the side of many 
barns, especially those on corn belt 
farms of the middle west, and the 
shape of barns hag changed in style 
here and there over the country. 
Round barns have added variety to 
the picture on some farms. It is not —— 


uncommon to find some of the progres- 
Sive farmers using their imagination 
in planning the new,home for horses 
and cows—they cut the corners off the 
Plans and build a’round barn. And 
when it is finished they have a barn 
that is a welcome variation from the 
monotonous string of square and ob- 
long buildings. 
Like Something Different. 

. Perhaps this is the reason for round 
barns—that the farm owner desires to 
have a building that is different from 
that of his neighbor. The idea is some- 
what new in this country, but since 


have stood out strongly in favor of this 
type of building to house live stock 
and the winter's supply of feed for the 
animals. They are not taking the 
place of the rectangular barns, except 
in a few cases. It is a new idea and 
farmers are weighing it carefully. As 
one successful dairy farmer recently 


paid: 


“ You can argue this question of the 
round barn’all day long and not get 
anywhere. I built a round barn be- 
eause I liked the appearance of the 
building. It has been satisfactory in 
every way. I believe that when the 
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their first appearance many farmers merits of the round barns are better 


known there will be many mere of 


them built.” 
Points of Discussion. 
Theoretically, a round barn is the 


‘most economical to build, for it is a 


well known fact that more area can 
be surrounded by the same amount of 
wall when circular than when square 
or rectangular. But in utilizing this 
space to the best advantage there is 
another question. And it is on this 
point that most farmers turn thumbs 
down on the round barn. They know 
that more stalls can be accommodated 
in a barn of rectangular shape than 
one that is round. For convenience in 
doing the work required in a barn, 
however, the round, barn undoubtedly 


has the advantage over the square — 


cornered kind. 

The average round barn that is now 
being built is about sixty feet in di- 
ameter, like the one here illustrated, 
of frame construction, and set on a 
concrete foundation. It is the interior 
of the round kind that is so interesting 
to every one who contemplates build- 
ing a barn. 

In the accompanying plans, provi. 
sions are made for sixteen cows and 
six horses. The stalls are arranged in 
a circle facing the center of the build- 
ing. The horse stable is separated 
from the cow stable by a solid wall, an 

arrangement that is required by health 
laws in many states. More than half 
the barn is set apart for the dairy herd. 


Location of Feed Room. 


In the center of the building in the 
horse stable there is a large Sed Soom. 


The floor overhead is a hay chute, 
through which the roughage for the 


animals is thrown down. The location 


of the feed room makes it possible to 
get the hay to the mangers with the 
least amount of effért. On the oppo- 


site side of the partition are three pens, 


which may be used either for calves, or | 


cows and their calves. 

The feed alley is @ smal] circle, and 
above it ts an overhead carrier track. 
This track runs to the feed room ad- 
joining the silo, which is connected 
with the barn. The ensilage is loaded 


into the carrier and transported di- | 


rectly to the mangers, The build- 
ing is equipped with a little alley with 
an overhead carrier which runs out- 
side. By use of this carrier much la 
bor in feeding the animals and clean- 
ing the barn is saved. 

The floor of the stable is made of 
cement and running around the build- 
ing at the rear of the gtalls are gut- 
ters, sunken into the floor, making 
it possible to wash the floor easily. 
It is the arrangement of the stalls in 
a circle that owners of round barns 
like. Many steps are saved the men 
who care for the animals, and under 
present farm labor conditions any ar- 
rangement that will save time in @ 
dairy barn worth while. 


An Unusual Appearance. 

The most appealing feature of the 
round barn is its shape. The build- 
ing js out of theordinary and makes 
a addition to the farm building 
group. It differs from most farm 
buildings and gives the farm an in- 
dividuality that is lacking when all 
of the bulldinge are of the customary 
shape. 
The work of building a round barn 
differs from that of a rectangular barn 
and should be handled by an expert- 
enced builder. Less materials are 
required for a round barn than for 
a rectangular barn.

Ventilated by Fives.
